When one writes of “The Royal Collection” one refers to the 
remarkable collection founded by King George V and maintained 
by His Majesty, the late King George VI. : 

The collection is housed in some 330 red volumes containing the 
issues up to the end of 1935 and comprises the collection formed by 
King George V. His son, the late King George VI, maintained the 
collection by adding certain rarities and pieces that helped complete 
the studies commenced by his father.

In describing the stamp which honors the intrepid marquis, the 
Post Office Department bulletin read: 





Postmaster General Jesse M. 
Donaldson announced the descrip- 
tion of the 3c stamp to commemo- 
rate the 175th anniversary of the 
arrival of the Marquis de La- 
Fayette in America, which will 
be first placed on sale at George- 
town, South Carolina, on June 13, 
1952. It was at this point that 
LaFayette landed on June 13, 1777. 

The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44 
inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally, with a double out- 
line frame, printed by the rotary 
process, electric-eye perforated, 
and issued in sheets of 50. The 
color of the stamp will be blue. 

An initial printing order of 110,- 
000,000 LaFayette stamps has been 
authorized. 

The stamp has for its central 
design a portrait of LaFayette in 
an oval frame. The American 
flag is displayed to the left of the 
portrait, and to the right the 
French flag. A cannon of the 
period herein represented appears 
under the American flag. 

Beneath the French flag is 
shown an artist’s conception of 
the landing party rowing ashore 
with the “Victoire” lying offshore. 
In a dark panel which forms the 
top of the stamp appears the 
wording “Arrival of LaFayette in 
America—1777” in white face 
Gothic. 

Located in the bottom center a 
dark ornamental panei frames 
the lettering “U. S.” Postage” in 
white face modified Gothic. The 
denomination “3c”, also in modi- 
fied white face Gothic, in a dark 
square panel is placed in each 
lower corner of the stamp. 

Stamp collectors desiring first 
day cancelations of this stamp 
may send a limited number of ad- 
dressed envelopes, not in excess 
of ten, to the Postmaster, George- 
town, South Carolina, with money 
order remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed. An 
enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope | 
and the flap either sealed or 
turned in, The outside envelope 
to the Postmaster should be en- 
dorsed “FIRST DAY COVERS.”

Five For The 
Railroad Fans 


The Postmaster General of the 
Kingdom of Saudi Arabia an- 
nounced the issuance of a new 
series of stamps in five denomina- 
tions to commemorate the open- 
ing of the Saudi Government 
Railroad. 








They are the first ones to be 
engraved in the United States and 
were prepared by the American 


Bank Note Company. One hun- 
dred thousand of each denomina- 
tion have been printed. 

The stamps, contrast the old and 
the new in Saudi Arabia, portray- 
ing a Bedouin on a camel waving 
to an engineer on an approaching 
train. The half qirsh is in brown 
the one qirsh in green, and three 
qirsh in purple, the ten qirsh 
in red and the twenty gqirsh in 
blue. (One Saudi qirsh equals 
about 2.5 cents in American cour- 
rency). 

The stamps, which are the first 
to be printed in English and 
Arabic, will be on sale at all post 
offices in Saudi Arabia and can 
also be purchased through normal 
philatelic sources in the United 
States. 

The Saudi Government Rail- 
road runs from Dammam on the 
Persian Gulf 350 miles inland to 
the capital city of Riyadh, and is 
the first railroad in the Kingdom. 
The $50,000,000 railroad and Dam- 
mam port projects were built by 
the Government. The entire pro- 
ject, which is being paid. for by 
the Government out of oil royal- 
ties, is assisting materially in the 
rapid industrial development of 
Saudi Arabia

The 1865 Vancouver Island 5 
and 10 cents commence with die 
proofs of both values in black on 
white glazed card.

Both 
values perforated are shown in

There are many other illustra- 
tions in this section of the book 
with some original drawings and 
essays including those from the 
Silver Jubilee of 1935, &s well as 
photographs of the Stamp Room 
at Buckingham Palace and one of 
the bookcases which house the 
collection—all of which serve to 
make the reader of the book 
familiar with the setting in which 
these Crown Jewels of philately 
are mounted. 

It may interest you to hear the 
opening paragraphs of the first 
chapter:— 

“The appraisal of a stamp col- 
lection and of the discrimination 
and geni of the person who 
formed it cannot be attempted 
without some consideration of the 
history of collecting. 

“Curiously enough, the history 
of collecting is very little under- 
stood, as enthusiasts of the pre- 
sent day begin with an accumu- 
lated knowledge; they do not 
bother to spend time examining 
how that knowledge has been ac- 
quired. 

“King George V’s collection was 
largely formed during the second 
half century of the postage stamp. 
It is, therefore, relevant to give 
a very brief resume of progress 
in the first half of that century. 
* “The first adhesive postage 
stamp was issued in Great Britain 
on 6th May 1840. For the next 
20 years, collecting was largely 
confined to schoolboys and cranks, 
with a handful of serious students, 
and it was not until 1862 that 
catalogues began to appear. These 
were followed by albums and 
periodicals devoted to the cult. 
The increased interest naturally 
gave birth to the dealer. 

“In 1869 the first philatelic so- 
ciety was formed in London and 
the present Royal Philatelic So- 
ciety, London, with its 865 Fel- 
lows and Members in all parts of 











the world, reveals how well the 
original handful of enthusiastics 
built the foundation of the So- 
ciety. 

“For the first forty years of 
scientific study of stamps there 
was never any lack of problems 
to be solved. Many of the primi- 
tive stamps had been engraved 
on plates by hand and, as no en- 
graver can exactly duplicate a 
design, each unit obviously dif- 
fered. Until these stamps had 
been plated, no one could be cer- 
tain that he did not own a forgery.

During the reign of King 
George V the Keeper of the King’s 
Stamps was Sir Edward Denny 
Bacon, M.V.O., but the latter 
died in 1936 and the post was 
filled by the present Keeper, Sir 
John Wilson, C.V.O., L.L.D. 

The latter is one of the greatest 
philatelic students that philately 
has ever known, certainly his vast 
knowledge has never been sur- 
passed. A collector in his own 
right, Sir John’s expert know- 
ledge is not confined to the 
stamps of the British Empire but 
includes an unusally broad field 
of study of the classics issued of 
all countries, 

For nearly five years he has 
been engaged in the task of pre- 
paring an official history of the 
Royal Collection and this volume 
was to have been published this 
Spring by the gracious permission 
of His Majesty, and will be en- 
titled “The Royal Philatelic Col- 
lection”, 

Owing to the death of His 
Majesty, the publication date, 
which will be announced in the 
course of the next few weeks, has 
had to be postponed for a month 
or so, 

The first section of the book 
deals with the history and forma- 
tion of the collection and of King 
George V’s special tastes and in- 
terests in collecting, illustrated 


with many hitherto unpublished 
photographs. 
These include specimen pages 

















from the collection, the introduc- 


“Such work took time and col- 
laboration (1892 the plating of the 
3d. Sydney View was still being 
corrected) but these were obvious 
problems and they were largely 
solved. Typeset stamps presented 
similar features and were plated 
in the same way, and the details 
of differences in embossing dies 
were carefully described. 

“Paper (which involved water- 
marks) and perforations were 
largely mastered but very little 
attention was paid to the less evi- 
dent and more obscure points. The 
knowledge of die-produced line- 
engraved plates was elementary; 
the solution of the settings of 
lithographed stamps, except in the 
relatively few instances where 
each design was drawn separately 
on the stone, had hardly been 
touched; and the technique of 
stereotyped or electrotyped 
stamps was very little under- 
stood. Even Bacon, the greatest 
student of his time, propounded 
the theory in 1892 that the Cape 
of Good Hope issue of 1861 had 
been lithographed, and although 
he rapidly corrected his opinion, 
it showed a lack of mastery of 
technique; as an examination of 
even a very few specimens of 
those stamps would convince any 
practical printer that ym f were 
not-the product of any flat print- 
ing service, 

“Generally, unless connected 
pieces showed obviously different 
types, they were cut up. Mahe 
records that his block of nine red 
Mercuries could only be sold one 
by one; Griebert similarly dis- 
persed a large piece of the 1/3 gr. 
of Oldenburg; and the strip of 
four 4d, Ceylon in the Taplin 
Collection has had to be rejoined, 
as the dealer who had it immedi- 


ately broke it into 
singles, 
“The albums of the time (es- 


course contributed to this vandal- | 
ism, as the object then was to 
pack as many different designs | 
and colors on to one page as was 
possible. 

“All the leading early collectors | 
set the fashion for the unused | 
stamp. The greatest object was 
to have everything unused in all 
possible shades of color. The 
actual beauty of the specimens 
was desirable but it was better to 
have the stamp, however indif- 
ferent, than not have it; and small 
defects such as a thinning, a stain 
or a little tear hardly affected 
the valuation at all. 

“The main emphasis was on 
rarity. All the early exhibitions 
featured and emphasized rare 
stamps and in the collections of 
the time generally far less atten- 
tion was paid to the quality or 
completeness of the less valued 
specimens. It was hardly pos- 
sible, either, to have too much of 
a good thing, and there would 
be rows of rare stamps which 
would simply be looked upon 
today as needless duplication and 
bloating”. 

Then follows the Catalogue of 
the collection in which every es- 
say, proof, piece and stamp is 
described and, as will be seen 
fromm the proof pages, every item 
of importance to the philatelic 
student is described with con- 
siderable detail. 

There are 48 monochrome 
lithographic plates illustrating the 
Catalogue and consisting of six- 
teen plates of Great Britain and 
Possessions in Europe, eight of 
British North America and the 
West Indies, eight of Africa,, 
eight of Asia and eight of Aus- 
tralia. 

There are also 12 color plates. 
More than forty colors are used 
in certain of these plates which 
illustrate, with exceptional beauty 
and accuracy some of the finest 
and rarest examples in the col- 
lection. The United States Trea- 
sury Department has lifted its 
ban on colored reproductions of 
postage stamps so that collectors 
in the United States may be able 
to possess this unique volume. 

And now for a word on the 
production of the book. The full 
binding is red Niger morocco and 
the front of the binding will 
carry the Royal Arms in gold. The 
size of the volume is 14 inches 
by 12 inches and there are ap- 
proximately 550 pages. 

It is possible that I have sound- 
ed too enthusiastic about a mere 
book, but there is nothing that I 
told you that is not factual. To 
those collectors like myself, for 
whom knowledge and philatelic

appreciation far outweigh the 
pride of possession, this volume 
is going to provide a permanent 
source of information and enjoy- 
ment, 

I realize that even all those 
who can afford to buy such a 
work will be unable to possess a 
copy owing to the limited edition, 
but I believe that there will be 
sufficient so that all the larger 
societies and libraries will be 
able to obtain a copy for their 
members. I only hope that the 
other type of collector—the lover 
of rare and beautiful books—will 
not have his enthusiasm so 
aroused that philatelists wil find 
undue competition from another 
hobby. 

Since the war, selected pages 
of the Royal Collection have been 
shown at International Exhibitions 
in New York, Paris, Brussels, 
London, Melbourne and Toronto 
and during 1952 other parts of 
the collection will be shown at 
Cape Town and probably at some 
of the European exhibitions.

form a most adequate job of list- 
ing and valuing. Prices are based 
on the London market and are 
quoted in shillings and pence. 

Most of the major known varie- 
ties from normal are recorded, 
while in some instances the dis- 
tinguishing feature is described 
or pictured. This U. S. Gibbons 
can be considered a very usable 
book for working with and cata- 
loging United States and Posses- 
sions issues.

Obsoletes Can Be 
Shown In Color 


Colored pictures of demonetiz- 
ed foreign postage stamps may be 
lawfully printed and published in 
the United States, as well as im- 
a if there is no fraudulent 
intent. 





This is the gist of a letter which 
Thomas J. Lynch, General Coun- 
sel of the Treasury Department, 
has written to Gordon R. Harm- 
er, president of Scott Publica- 
tions, Inc., in answer to a query 
from Mr. Harmer. 

“The Treasury Department 
considers a demonetized postage 
stamp to be a stamp which is 
not valid for postage within the 
country which issued it,” writes 
Mr. Lynch. “A canceled or de- 
faced foreign postage stamp, 
which in unused condition is 
currently valid for postage, is not 
considered to be a demonetized 
stamp. A reproduction of such 
stamp in color is deemed by the 
department to be a print or im- 
pression in the likeness of an 
obligation or other security of a 
foreign government, and is... 
prohibited.” 

Before answering Mr. Harmer, 
the Treasury Department sub- 
mitted his query to the Attorney 
General, who replied in part: “... 
the precise question . . . is wheth- 
er demonetized postage stamps 
which are not considered obliga- 
tions by the governments which 
issued them are obligations or 
securities of foreign governments 
within the meaning of ... (the 
United States Code.) I think it 
clear on the basis of the uniform 
decisions of the courts that such 
stamps are not within the pur- 
view of section 481 (of the 
Code).” 

Mr. Lynch points out that the 
Attorney General’s opinion on 
this point “has no application to 
the illustration of United States 
postage stamps.” These still must 
be made only in black and white, 
only for philatelic purposes, and 
must be either reduced to three- 
quarters normal’ size or smaller, 
or enlarged to one and one-half 
times or larger.

N icaragua Has 
Thorou gh Cleanu P 
by Richard N. Cone 


Sweeping developments on the 
philatelic scene in Nicaragua dur- 
ing recent weeks 
to practical completion a 15 year 
old program of philatelic house- 
cleaning by the government of 
President Somoza. We _ include 
here the major details, some of 
them previously unpublicized and 
little known. 

In 1937 General Anastasio Som- 
oza was elected president of Nic- 
aragua. That year brought an 
end to the overprints and sur- 
charges on Nicaraguan stamps. 
With seven minor exceptions in 
the ordinary postage stamps, the 
last of them in 1943, there have 
been no overprints of any kind. 
Thus effectively was terminated 
the long period which gave rise 


to many complaints by stamp 
collector, 
In 1944 a young man, Sr. Agus- 


tin Vanegas Pallais, who had al- 
ready proved his organizational 
ability in another post at the Na- 
tional Palace, was placed in full 
charge of the newly created Phil- 
atelic Office of Nicaragua. Sr. 
Vanegas promptly brought order 
to the chaos which had previously 
existed with the Nicaraguan 
stamp stocks. A complete inven- 
tory was taken and lists of the 
available stock were prepared and 
given to all interested collectors 
and dealers requesting them, The 
lists include complete descriptions 
of all Nicaraguan stamps avail- 
able at face value at the Philatelic 
Office, each being identified by 
Scott catalogue number. 

Sr. Vanegas, in order to eradi- 
cate more completely the mal- 
practices of Nicaraguan philatelic 
history and to prevent their pos- 
sible repetition, set out in 1949 
to accomplish the complete des- 
truction of all the engraving ma- 
terials, dies, rolls and plates, used 
in the production of all Nica- 
raguan postage stamps by every 
firm ever employed by the Nica- 
raguan government. 

To facilitate the necessary tech- 
nical discussions with each print- 
ing house, Sr. Vanegas undertook 
a thorough. and intensive study 
of English in England, where the 
project commenced. Thus armed 
with the ability to understand 
and be understood, he proceeded 
methodically to obtain certifica- 
tions to the destruction of the 
Nicaraguan stamp equipment in 
the hands of Waterlow & Sons, 
Ltd., the American Bank Note 
Company, the Hamilton Bank 
Note Company and others. 

The net result is that today the 
Nicaraguan government has docu- 
mentary proof of destruction of 
all such materials used in the pro- 
duction of all basic Nicaraguan 
stamps ever produced for that 
country by foreign firms. More- 
over, the present philatelic laws 
provide that all such materials 
used for future Nicaraguan 
stamps be destroyed by the print- 
ing houses BEFORE the stamps 
are actually delivered to the Nic- 
araguan government. Thus no re- 
printings of any Nicaraguan 
stamps will ever be possible. 

The last phase of Nicaragua’s 
tremendous efforts at philatelic 
rehabilitation occurred after Sr. 
Vanegas’ return home from the 
United States in February of this 
year. Collectors had long been 
aware of, and incensed at, the 
flow of fraudulent Nicaraguan 
stamps from Nicaragua. Com- 
plaints were frequently made to 
the Nicaraguan Embassy at Wash- 
ington, the American Embassy at 
Managua and to the Philatelic Of- 
fice at Managua. Detailed infor- 
mation on many fraudulent prac- 
tices, counterfeit cancellations and 
overprints were presented during 
the past five years in the “Aero 
Philatelist’s News,” publication of 
Aero Philatelists, Inc. 

In mid-March the stamp stocks 
of certain Nicaraguan dealers 
were seized by that government. 
The ensuing examination and trial 
brought to light a great quantity 
of spurious stamps and a variety 
of counterfeit cancels. All this

Stamped, Business 


Envelope Sizes, 


A reader has suggested that we 
print some information about the 
sizes of envelopes. We take it 
that this reader refers to the 
standard type of envelopes ordi- 
narily used for business and per- 
sonal correspondence, 

There would be little use in at- 
tempting to go farther than that 
as when it comes to fancy box 
stationery as sold in many stores, 
any size may appear as there is no 
set standard on such envelopes 
and such types of envelopes are 
undesirable for anyone doing 
much personal or business cor- 
respondence. 

When it comes to envelopes of 
the usual business quality we 
have two lots of envelopes to con- 
sider. The regular commercial 
envelopes as sold and made by the 
big paper manufacturers and the 
Government Envelopes which are 
printed with the stamp in the 
eorner. The size tables in these 
two classes of envelopes vary con- 
siderably and are confusing to the 
public, but it should be remem- 
bered that ordinarily in speaking 
about envelope sizes, unless the 
Government or stamped envelopes 
are referred to the sizes are for 
the regular Commercial envelopes. 

Here are the numbers of the 
sizes with the dimensions of the 
standard commercial envelopes 
used for correspondence. The flap 


is on the long edge. Sizes in

No. 6 —3% x 6

In the above list the No. 6% is 
the standard size correspondence 
envelope most used. For a return 
envelope to fit inside this enve- 
lope the Number 6% is the most 
used. In large size envelopes the 
Number 10 is the most commonly 
used, 

Government sizes and numbers 
are as follows: 


No. 5—3'2 x 65/16 
No. 13—3%4 x 6% 
No. 6—3% x 85% 
No. 7—3% x 8% 
No. 84% x 91% 


In the above list the number 13 
is the size most commonly used 
for correspondence and the near- 
est in size to the commercial 6% 
size, 

In addition to the above which 
are regular postage envelopes the 
Air Mail envelopes are also avail- 
able in sizes 13 and 8 only, 


Data For Italy. 
Trieste Issues 


P. Ostrow, Elizabeth, N. J. in- 
forms that recent Trieste com- 
memorative issues have been sta- 
bilized at 150,000 each. He fur- 
ther reports that first-day dates 
are now available, after a period 
of some confusion, for the recent 
change-of-rate stamps. 

For the first time, these were 
not issued simultaneously for 
Trieste, but at later dates. Mr. 
Ostrow gives first-day data as 
follows:

_ This work of art was the design- 
ing of Giuseppe Rondini, noted 
artist. 

Giuseppe Rondini entered this 
world on November 7, 1886 in Pa- 
lermo, Italy as the son of the 
proud parents, Giacomo and E}l- 
vira Gasperoni. At an early age 
his ambitions turned to the field 
of art. Even from the beginning 
of this new profession, Rondini 
always met with success. He 
took part in many expositions 
from Venice to Palermo and fin- 
ally rested his masterpieces in the 
Gallery of Modern Art in Palermo, 
and in Rome the Gallery of Mus- 
solini and the Museum of Rome. 
His first attempt at stamp de- 
signing was the Sixth Fair semi- 
postals of Tripoli. He then went 
on to design practically all the 
stamps for the Italian Colonies in 
Africa, those of the Medal of 
Honor, Bicentenary of Orazio, and 
the Centenary of Vincenzo Bellini 
for Italy. 

Upon the death of his beloved 
wife, Rondini retired to the seclu- 
sion of a monastery in Rome. In 
this religious sanctuary he works 
for his own pleasure expecting to 
do so for the rest of his worldly 
days.

Nelson P. LaGanke of Cleve- 
land, Ohio has sent a copy of 
“Graphic 2” a piece of advertis- 
ing literature produced to adver- 
tise the products of the Harris- 
Seybold Co. One of the products 
is a machine which puts the tiny 
holes around each postage stamp 
—a perforator. 

Design of the machine itself 
was the work of engineers of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
who incorporated the electric eye 
to help keep the perforations as 
near the center between stamps 
as possible. 

Pointed out is the fact that be- 
fore this machine came into being 
and use, it was not out of the 
ordinary for as high as 25% of

demned for poor perforating. |

current stamps are printed on the 
rotary presses. Simply it means} 
that a roll of blank paper un- 
winds at one end of the press, 
gets a dampening, is impressed 
with the stamp design, dried, coat- 
ed with gum, dried and 
formed into another roll.

Da Vinci Genius 


Without Parallel 


by Gertrude Boss 


“Leonardo Da Vinci is perhaps | 
the most resplendent figure in the 
history of the human race”, wrote 
Thomas Craven in “Men of Art.” 
Leonardo’s country of Italy has 
honored his memory in the past 
with five very suggestive stamps, 
and just recently, in April, with

Our FGamoud 
Americana 
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ABRAHAM LINCOLN 
16th PRESIDENT 


Born in Hardin County, Ky. 1809 


—assassinated in 1865. Entirely 
self-educated, he was, successive- 
ly, clerk, storekeeper, woodsman, 
surveyor, postmaster — a man 
known in the frontier country for 
his exceptional strength and his 
common sense. 

He was elected member of the 
Ilinois Legislature in 1834—studied 
law and practiced in Springfield 
beginning 1837— married Mary 
Todd 1842—member of Congress 
1847, where his anti-slavery bill 
failed to pass. In 1856 the newly 
formed Republican party nominat- 
ed Lincoln for U. S. senator, and 
it was during this campaign that 
he debated with Stephen A. Doug- 
las, Democrat, the pros and cons 
of slavery. Lincoln lost the elec- 
tion, but he became an out-stand- 
ing candidate for President of the 


U. S. in 1860—and he won. 
Slave states continued seceding 
in 1861, and he issued a call for 


75,000 volunteers in April, and pro- 
claimed a blockade of southern 
ports. In September he issued his 
preliminary proclamation, freeing 
all slaves in seceded territory, but 
not yet in the states, which he fol- 
lowed on January 1, 1863 by his 
Emancipation Proclomation with 
full coverage. 

After Lee’s decisive defeat at 
Gettysburg July 1, 1863, Lincoln 
made his renowned Gettysburg ad- 
dress, dedicating the huge military 
cemetery there on November 19, 
1863. He was reelected President 
in 1864, by 212 electoral votes, 
against 21 votes for McClellan. 

In April 1865 Lee’s final surrend- 
er ended the Civil war——and 
days later, relaxing in a box at 
Ford’s theater, Lincoln was fatally 
shot by John Wilkes Booth, actor 
and fanatic, and he died the follow- 
ing day, April 15, 1865. 

The country mourns his passing 
even today....

For example one of our clients 
had a holding of France Flags 
that was so large that much of it 
was Offered below face because 
the market was too thin to absorb | 
it on any other basis. That hold- 
ing has long been exhausted, and 
unless there are other comparable 
lots around, it is quite possible 
that France Flags will some day 
be one of the better low value 
issues. 

We once listed a firm Bid of 
$3.00 for this sheet when supply 
exceeded demand, so if history 
repeats itself, France Flags may 
do even better in the next cycle. 

We have received a copy of Jo- 
seph Granville’s new _ book, 
EVERYBODY’S GUIDE TO 
STAMP INVESTMENT, and while 
we may not agree 100% with the 
theories presented, certainly a 
book like this will do much to 
stimulate interest and discussion 
among stamp collectors and in- 
vestors, 

If you accept the author’s} 
premise that there are an esti-! 
mated 15,000,000 stamp collectors | 
in the U. S., Mr. Granville’s pre- 
sentation follows logically. 

Since no two people can agree 
on the vital figure concerning the 
number of stamp collectors, any- 
one should be entitled to his 
opinion. Along the same line, one 
of our favorite stamps with a fu- 
ture, has been the 2c Black Hard- 
ing Imperf, of which only 770,000 
copies were printed. Now, if one 
tenth of the estimated 15,000,000 
collectors were interested in U. S., 
this would leave about one half 
of a stamp for each album, assum- 
ing that none had ever been lost 
or destroyed, and the only logical 
conclusion to be made would be 
that the 2c Black Harding should 
be a really scarce item. Prevail- 
ing retail of 95c should be a steal, 
yet most collections coming our 
way contain this stamp, and many 
of our friends with sizeable ac- 
cumulations can produce sizeable 
quantities of this item. 

This isn’t the first time I’ve 
given some thought to the issue 
in question. In fact the writer 
thought enough of the issue to 
add a few lots to his own personal 
collection at a time when whole- 
sale was $1.50 per stamp. Some 
day when collectors are ready to 
buy that other half stamp they 
need to complete the above pic- 
ture of 770,000 stamps in the 
hands of 1,500,000 U. S. collectors 
out of 15,000,000 total, maybe I 
can sell my modest lot at a fabu- 
lous profit!
